enclosure was anchored to rocks on the bottom by heavy nylon ropes, to. 
keep it from rising and tipping over. The first day, bad weather on the 
lake forced them to operate in a Quarry pond on Kelly’s Island. The. 
second day of operation was held in Lake Frie. 


‘They operated on BO, 40, 20 and 2 meters. with several hundred 


contacts made. The logging was done through an inter-com system between 
the operator and a logger on shore. 


Jack also showed a video of his record getting 80 hour 2 minute. 
stay at the bottom of a swimming pool in Northfield Ohio. 


He also brought several bags of items he found at the bottom of 
Lake Erie duting his scuba diving ~ watches, rings, jewelry, coins, 
knives and other mememtoes.

TECHNIS (which include GE, FANASONIC & SYLVANIA), 


The bad guys are FISHER, GOLDSTAR, PIONEER, AKAI, EMERSON, SANYO 
and MITSUIBITSI. 


Although this subject ig not related to Ham Radio, it sure would be 
of interest to anyone buying this type of equipment. 


What would be of general interest to the Ham world, would be a 
compilation of various Ham experience in radio repair shops. 


At this point, I personally wouldn’t- have any idea where to send an 
Amateur Radio set. for repair. I had a total disaster with the Kenwood. 
service shop. Dick KC80U has had problems with Icom & I have heard 
mumbles (negative) about Amateur Radio Lathan in Cleveland and alsa 
Columbus.
